The President made it known that a 
surplus of $60,576,182 is in prospect 
for the fiscal year 1930 on the basis 
of present information regarding rev- 
enues and expenditures.. The surplus 
for the current fiscal year of 1929 
is estimated at $36,990,192. 

“The estimated receipts for the 
fiscal year 1928, as given in the 1929 
budget, were $4,075 598,091 and the 
expenditures $3,621,314,285,"" the. Presi- 
dent said. “The year closed with 
actual receipts of $4,042,348,156.19, and 
expenditures of $3,643,519,875.13. We 
were thus given an actual surplus of 
£398,828,281.06 that year, which Is 
$55,000,000 less than the estimate. 


Outlook Not So Bright. 


“This current year, 1929, the out- 
look is not so bright. In the budget 
‘or 1929, transmitted to the congress 
in December, 1927, our receipts were 
estimated at $3,809,497,314 and expen- 
ditures $3,556,957,031 This indicated 
a surplus of $252,540,283. This fore- 
cast has been materially changed. 

“With actual operations for four 
months of the current fiscal year of 
record and a clearer conception of 
what we face, the estimate is now 
that our surplus this year will be $36,- 
990,192.

Asks Aid of Business Men.

Plan to Keep Buildings in 
Minimum Space.

qectural style of the World’s Fair 


bufidings of 1933, according to plans 
gubmitted yesterday by eight architects 
at a meeting of the fair commission 
in the offices of Edward H. Bennett, 
East Jackson boulevard. 

“Tt would be easy to make the 
fair vast,” Allen D. Albert, secretary 
of the commission, asserted, “but it 
is not our object to spread it over a 

t extent of territory. We want 
to make it the most interesting fair, 
and the most enjoyable. Therefore it 
must be the most accessible,” 

With this object, the architects at 
the meeting were unanimous in recom- 


mending that all buildings be two 
stories in height instead of One, and 
that moving, elevated sidewalks be 
installed to extend about ten blocks 
and connect all the buildings in the 
central group. | 
Present plans comprehend the di- 
vision of the exposition into three 
parts. The group of central build- 
ings, containing the main _ displays, 
would occupy the lake front between 
the Field musetm and 23d street. 
Extending north from this group 
would be © open spaces of Grant 
park, with provisions, perhaps, for a 
fine arts building there. To the south 
would be located the foreign govern- 
ment display buildings, the transpor- 


tation exhibits, and the entertainment 


attractions. 
Sidewalk Plan Explained. 

“Even then,” Mr. Albert pointed 
out, “our area will be of a consider- 
able size. But with these moving side- 
walks it will be possible to cover the 
territory in this central group with 
the least fatigue. Passengers may de- 
scend from the sidewalks in the sec- 
ond story of any of the buildings.

They had raced last week at Churchill 
Downs where Talequa won his last 
three races, paying $25, $63, and $15 
on a two dollar ticket. Other Foley 
horses destroyed were Donna Light, 
Violet Betty, Managerial, Jyes, Ann 
Quinn, and a high priced yearling.

The 
Aggies’ attack was a revelation to the 
New York team which had not been 
accustomed to combat passes tossed 
into the flat zones, far down the field 
or just beyond the scrimmage line. 
Oregon also used the lateral pass ef- 
fectively and resorted to the kicking 
game when there was the slightest 
doubt about the required yardage be- 
ing made for a first down. 

Formerly at Nebraska. 

Schissler was an assistant under 
three coaches at Nebraska. He was 
taught a lot of football by Henry 
Schulte, Dr. E. J. Stewart and Wil- 
liam Kline, who took turns in develop- 
ing teams at the Cornhusker univer- 
sity. This was back in 1918, 1919 and 
1920. Paul afterward went to Lom- 
bard college where his teams won the 
Little Nineteen championship for three 
successive years. 

In 1924, Schissler signed a contract 
to coach the Oregon Aggies, a team 
in the Pacific Coast conference. The 


coast associatiun is divided into two 
sections, the northern and southern. 
The northern group is composed of 
Washington, Washington State, Mon- 
tana, Idaho, Oregon and Oregon Ag- 
gies. In the five years, Schissler has 
coached the Aggies his teams have 
lost only three struggles to elevens in 
the northern division. ‘These defeats 
were at the hands of Oregon, Idaho 
and Washington State. Oregon Ag- 
gies have won over sixty per cent of 
their games in the Pacific Coast con- 
ference, a good record considering the 
fact his team has played California, 
Stanford and Seuthern California 
every year.

Humans Fitted 


to Jobs Become 


Machinelike 


BY LEON STOLZ. 


The highbrow magazines never fhe 
over telling how modern industry 


‘debases the individual. Machines, they 


will tell you, make machines of the 
men who tend them. Men and wom- 
en in our day have more leisure, more 
independence, more education, and 
more goods than they ever had be- 
fore in the world’s history, but in 
spite of these gains the life of the 
craftsman of tne middle ages is still 
held before us as the ideal. 

It is a curious fact that many of 
these complaints about the evils of 
large scale production do not come 
from factory workers. Not infre- 
quently the sharpest criticisrna of 
American factory methods comes 
from Europeans who never have seen 
an American factory, much less 
worked in one. 


Psychologists Do Talking. 


But not always. Last week in New 
York there was a meeting of the Per- 
sonnel Research federation, attended 
by production managers, industrial 
engineers and psychologists. The 
press reports suggest that the man- 
agers and engineers did most of the 
listening and the psychologists most 
of the talking. a 

“It is time,” said one professor, 
“to rediscover the individual. A girl 
who becomes fatigued in the office be- 
cause the duties are too taxing for 
her abilities may come freshly through 
@ day of strenuous manual work. 
These facts indicate the importance 
and timeliness of several closely re- 
lated subjects of research.” 

They certainly do.° The professor 
is looking ahead to the day when men 
and women will not be permitted to 
discover for themselves how they wish 
to make their livings, but will be told 
to take the job that is “suitable” 
for them or noné at all. 

The fact that the young woman 
may prefer the fatigues of the office 
to factory employment apparently is 
of no consequence. She must do what 
She is best suited for, and she is not 
to be consulted. 

That’s “ Machine Age.” 

That is mechanization at its worst. 
One difference between men and ma- 
chines is that machines are not given 
tasks which exceed their known power 
to perform. A sewing machine is 
never called upon to type letters or 
dig ditches. 

The industrial psychologists appa- 
rently wish to reduce men to the ma- 
chine level. They seek to deny men 
and women the right to make of them- 
selves what they can. They seek to 
limit a worker’s pursuits to the things 
which he does with little or no effort, 
apparently unmindful of the fact that 
one of the considerable satisfactions in 
life is found in conquering tasks 
which tax the individual’s powers. 

Another of the professors observed 
that in England a National Institute 
of Industrial Psychology has been in 
existence for seven years. 


May Have Overlooked Bet. 


There is no corresponding organiza- 
tion in the United States, he said, 
although this country feels itself the 
leader in many aspects of industrial 
relations. He did not consider that it 
is just possible that American industry 
is prosperous and British industry is 
depressed exactly because American 
workers have a far greater self- 
reliance and self-respect than have 
British workers. 

American workers are not, as a rule, 
class conscious. That accounts, in-a 
large part, for our greater industrial 
production and hence for our higher 
standard of Itving. When men are 
treated as if they were no more than 
machines their resentment will take 
the form of class consciousness,

‘‘ No person in history,” the children 
read in that history, “ loomed greater 
in the eyes of the French and in the 
eyes of those in foreign lands than 
Napoleon. But we French must not 
forget that instead of using his won- 
derful genius for the benefit and the 
greatness of France, he preferred to 


‘use France for the benefit of his. own 


glory. lle was a despot. He 
destroyed the political results of the 
revolution and he ended by bringing 
national disaster upon our land.” 

M. Lavisse compares Napoleon with . 
George Washington and writes: 

‘‘ During two presidencies, Washing- 
ton had governed wisely, respected 
public liberties, kept his country out . 
of European wars and put order into 
the financial administration. Hig task 
completed, he had -refused a third 


lterm as President and had retired to 


the life of a private citizen. 
“In ordering public mourning 
throughout France for Washington's 


death, Bonaparte wanted to make be- 


lieve that he was going to be the. 


Washington of France. To have suc-. 


ceeded it would have been necessary 
that he love his country more than 
power and more than glory, a role that 
Napoleon never could play.” 

The French children also thear of 
the visit of “le grand Franklin,” the 
same Ben Franklin of the United States 
histories, to the court of Louis XVI. 

In the French revolution Danton 
and Robespierre do not attract chil- 
dren. As to the individual leaders 
under Napoleon, they, as those in the 
world war, se@m overshadowed by the 
events in which they moved.

I 
have done considerable studying by 
myself, I married a man who i$ a uni- 
versity graduate, and am comfortably 
situated in life. My friends sre drawn 
from the realms of educated and un- 
educated, religious and nonreligfous, 
beautiful and unbeautiful, each with 
some personal charm. 

“A eollege education, especially one 
secured by working my way through, 
would not have given me what life 
has given me without it. In all prob- 
ability it would have removed all op- 
portunity for a wider outlook. As it 
is, I see very clearly what is meant 
by ‘educated fools,"tand am sincerely 
grateful I escaped that fate. . 

“Many of my relatives are now 
teaching in high schools and colleges, 
but it is a singular fact that the high- 
est light of the whole family was 
entirely self-educated and is well 
known in the newspaper world.”

I think a letter like this is one 
worthy of serious reading by the fath- 
ers and mothers of children who are 
nearing college age. It expresses many 
conclusions that merit real thinking 
over. 

Those benefits that a general col- 
lege education. result in are overem- 
phasized in the minds of many peo- 
ple. -{I am not, of course, talking 
about university training for a pro- 
fessional career.] Those who cannot 
send their children often feel it an 
irreparable loss. Those who can often 
overestimate its importance. 

Tt is frequently true that books 
crowd out life. It is frequently true 
that much college education is mere 
“ schooling "and that for the gradu- 
ate it stops with the receiving of the 
diploma. 

It so happens that the best read, 
most mentally alert, most interesting 
people in my own acquaintance are 
not college bred. I only say this to 
show that college training is nut a 
requisite of education in its real sense.
